We write in response to Class Plaintiffs’ letter seeking an extension of the Court’s 3-page limit on pre- 
motion conference letters. Defendants did not consent to the Class Plaintiffs’ request because the 
scope of the discovery disputes that are ripe for motion practice remains unclear and is likely to narrow 
by the time Class Plaintiffs file a pre-motion conference letter.
